would do the work, in a suitable locality, for the 
sum appropriated. He did not assume that no rail- 
poad would use it and that Congress would not per- 
it it to be built below the Eads Bridge if a loca- 
jon ihere was thought best, but on the contrary, 
S believed that a municipal bridge, the cost of which 
ould not. exceed the free bridge bond issue, would 
‘eomplish the object for which it was intended. He 
elievedl that Congress would meet the wishes of the 
eople of St. Louis, and that in the end, with the 
egulation of transfer charges by the Federal au 
horities and of switching charges by the State au- 
horities. Bt. Louis would.be freed from the bondage 
i monop]¥. 

This is not the time to find obstacles to the build- 
w of a municipal bridge, but. to ‘ind ways and 
1eans of carrying out the mandate of the people ot 
t. Louis. If, as Mr. Flad says, a two-track bridge 
‘ith wagon and trolley way can be built for $3,000,-

nd the bridge built. When it is built the city au- 
horities should attempt in a businesslike way to 
Snake the bridge of the greatest possible use to the 
ity. In conjunction with its free highway for 
ehicles and pedestrians, they should try to make 
he most advantageous arrangements with trolley 
nd railway companies to bring the bridge into use.

A Good Suggestion. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

St. Louis, which, in most respects, is 
rapidly pushing “to the front,” is be- 
hind several smaller cities in the clean- 
liness o¢ its principal streets. These 
smaller places forbid the throwing of 
paper, fruit peelings or rubbish on 
streets or alleys, and also enforce the 
law against snitting on sidewalks, etc. 
The police are watchful and do their 
duty. They see that merchants and 
builders do not obstruct the sidewalks 
or streets more than is absolutely neces- 
sary, and that overloaded wagons do 
not spill things along the public thor- 
oughfares. It is easier to keep the 
streets clean than to clean them after- 
wards. Metal boxes are provided near 
street corners marked.‘For ‘Rubbish. 
A bag is placed in eaeh of them and 
fastened'in by the locked lid, evhich has 
a circular opening. These bags, when 
filled, are hauled away by the city and 
replaced by empty ones. The paper, 
etc., is sorted by workhouse inmates 
and others, and pays cost of collection. 
The police should be instructed to watch 
out for badly ——— chimneys and 
warn the offenders once. If all this 
is done, we will have streets more wor- 
thy off NEW 8ST.

Nelson brings keenly to us the slovenly 
codes under which prize ring encounters 
are conducted. The rules under which 
these importunt—from the point of view 
of some persons—affairs are operated 
were not made for their government. 
Queensberry rules were made to govern 
short boxing encounters between stu- 
dents at English Universities, not prize 
ring encounters for money. London ring 
rules were made to govern bare 
knuckle contests on the turf. They do 
not contemplate the use of gloves. 


The rule which forbids hitting below 
the belt is not mentioned in the Queena- 
berry rules. It comes in under the rule 
No. 12, which says that “all points not 
herein mentioned shall be governed by 
the rules of the London Prize Ring.’” 
Therefore the hitting below the belt rule 
comes from that bare knuckle source. 


Hitting below the belt with the small 
point of the bare fist was easily and 
plainly discernible. Hitting below ;the 
belt with a great sagging glove a major 
part of which, after usage, hangs below 
the little finger is much harder to prop- 
erly discern. 

Going over the films of the Gans- 
Nelson fight we find that the blow which 
put Gans away and caused Referee Siler 
to give him the fight may have been 
technically foul. Nelson's hand—that is, 
his glove—is plain below the belt of the 
negro. But it seems that the knuckle of 
the index finger, the punishing point, 
especially in a low body punch, Is on 
the belt. Thus while most of the hand 
appears to be below the belt the sharp- 
est point of contact is not. 

En passant, it may be said that a close 
examination of the photographic films 
with a microscope does not at any time 
or place reveal a low blow in the groin. 
To be sure, when the back of either man 
is to the camera such a blow {fs undis- 
cernible. The final blow surely was not 
low in the while it may have been 
directly under the belt was not in the 
groin.

The great searcity of adequate base- 
ball skill is giving matmenee of some 
of the big basebali teams immense - 
noyance. The singularity of the situa- 
tion that in 80,900,000 of people, and out 
of at least 20,000,000 men of suitable age, 
who in one way or another have prac- 
ticed the game, less than 200 first-class, 
adequate ballplayers exist, has long ex- 
clied the wonderment of those who 
have given the subject any thought. 

Playing professional baseball places 
immediate inducements at the hand of 
the average young man. scarce 
in any other profession. Take, for In- 
Stance, Stone, the Raven outfielder, 
whose salary next year will be danger- 
ously close to $400. He has been play- 
ing professional baseball practically for 
four years. His income. per playing 
month will be $700. How many men 
can,reach this altitude in four years 
practice in the learned professions? In 
addition thereto the profession of 
ball is easy, stimulating, invigorating 
and one which readily lends itself to 
the acquirement of others. 

Some twenty years ago, it seems, 
good players were more plentiful in 
the large citiés than they are now. e 
reason for this seems to be that, as the 
cities grow, space whereon to play be- 
comes scarcer and more remote from 
the districts where tie mechanic and 
the artisan live and whence baseball 
draws its recruits. The lots on which 
baseball may be played are largely re- 
stricted to the residence districts of the 
wealthier classes, upon which baseball 
has not any call. All this restricts the 
supply in the cities, where the highest 
class of baschball should be demonstrat- 
ed because it is in the cities that young 
men have a chance to sée the great ex- 
onents of the game perform and learn 
rom them. 

In the rural districts, where space to 
play is plentiful, the you men are 
without the advantage of ving the 
game properly demonstrated ta them by 
its great practitioners. Hence they do 
not learn to play it properly, and when 
they do come into the great ! 
call them “dumb,” becaus:

ban attrition alone will give. 

But the great cause of thé scarcity of 
baseball material les tn t to young 
men of wit and wide ability of whom 
fine baseball might be com- 
merce and the professions a& super- 
jor beginning, a more substantial foot- 
ing and a more certain finality than 
baseball.

MIVTCHELL, Ind., Oct. #.—Taxpay- 
ers in Mitchell last year paid $4.01 on 
the.$100 valuation, and then the town 
failed to meet current expenses. 
Again, in May, the town collected the 
tax which showld have been paid to 
the County Treasurer under the new 
law, and it threatened to exact a 10 
per cent penalty for those who: failed 
to pay. More than ‘half the taxes 
were paid. 

When the taxpayer had to settle 
again with the County Treasury for 
the same tax, and he asked that the 
money paid to the town be refunded 
or else the town make good with the 
county, the town had nothing with 
which to pay, and the County Treas- 
urer refused to accept the town re- 
cei.t as showing that the tax had 
been paid. 

The town refunded the tax paid by 

the Monon Railway Co., but to the 
citizen it gave a note due in six and 
twelve months. Now the notes are 
due, and to meet the indebtedness the 
taxpayer finds himself confronting an 
assessment of $4.68 on the $100 valu- 
ation. The town cannot borrow mon- 
ey to meet the notes, as it has reached 
its limit of indebtedness, and it is 
doubtful if the notes are really col- 
lectable, as the limit had been reached 
before they were issued. 
». The town has grown rapidly during 
the last four years on account of the 
cement works, but because of its em- 
barrassed financial condition it cannot 
give the police protection needed and 
meet other propositions. The citizens 
have petitioned four’ times, asking 
for an election to determine if the 
town should not be incorporated as a 
city, but each_ petition has been 
turned down by the Town Board.
